REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 


,  .  While  the  work  of  the  past  school  year  has  been  criticised,  much 
good  work  has  been  accomplished.  "In  unity  there  is  strength," 
consequently  the  best  results  are  obtained  when  teachers,  parents 
and  scholars  unite  with  a  determination  to  progress.  We  desire  to 
call  the  attention  of  our  citizens,  to  Chapter  77  of  the  Session  Laws 
of  1899,  authorizing  a  union  of  school  districts  for  the  employment  of 
a  superintendent  of  schools.  The  sole  purpose  of  this  law  is  to  enable 
the  town  to  raise  the  standard  and  increase  the  efficiency  of  their 
public  schools.  Whenever  a  district  becomes  a  part  of  a  supervisory 
district  and  employs  a  superintendent,  one  half  of  the  salary  is  paid 
by  the  state.  The  only  justification  of  this  provision  is  that  super- 
vision by  increasing  the  value  of  the  schools  will  benefit  the  whole 
state.  We  would  suggest  that  this  matter  be  considered  at  the 
school  meeting.
